FOREWORD 


OF  unusual  interest  in  this  choice  miscellany  of  antique  Ameri- 
can furnishings  and  objects,  is  the  collection  of  early  Ameri- 
can quilts  which  is  believed  to  be  the  only  one  of  its  kind  to  be  of- 
fered at  auction  sale.  The  quilts  are  mainly  of  the  appliqued 
variety,  the  designs  being  cut  out  of  chintz  and  other  fabrics,  and 
sewn  on  the  quilted  coverlet.  The  patterns  of  these  mute  examples 
of  long  hours  of  painstaking  needlecraft  expended  by  the  domestic 
firesides  of  young  America,  instantly  remind  one  of  the  naive 
painted  floral  decoration  which  embellished  the  Pennsylvania  and 
New  England  so-called  “bridal  or  dower  pine  chests”  of  Colonial 
days.  The  majority  of  the  quilts  are  of  the  period  extending  from 
the  early  years  of  the  nineteenth  century  up  to  the  time  of  the 
Civil  War,  and  are  designated  by  such  colorful  titles  as  “The  Demo- 
cratic Rose”,  “The  Mexican  Rose”,  “The  Carolina  Lily”,  the  “Sun- 
burst and  Star”  and  others  of  a political  flavor,  such  as  the  “Log 
Cabin”  design  recalling  the  exciting  political  campaigns  of  the  last 
century  in  this  country.  The  collection  was  formed  by  the  late 
George  H.  Ketcham  and  was  exhibited  at  the  Toledo  Museum  of 
Art  until  its  removal  to  New  York  for  sale  by  order  of  the  Museum. 
An  opportunity  is  provided  for  those  who  possess  an  early  Ameri- 
can four-poster  to  obtain  for  it,  its  legitimate  covering,  a “piece 
or  patch”  quilt  of  rare  charm. 

As  a rare  piece  of  Americana  the  Miles  Standish  silver  cup  included 
in  this  sale  probably  ranks  as  the  most  interesting  relic  of  the 
Pilgrim  or  early  Colonial  period  to  be  offered  at  public  sale  for  a 
number  of  years.  The  cup  is  reputed  to  have  been  given  by  John 
Robinson  to  Miles  Standish  and  brought  to  this  country  in  the 
Mayflower  and  reconstructed  by  the  Boston  silversmith,  John  Win- 
slow, sometime  during  the  later  years  of  the  seventeenth  century; 
John  Robinson’s  mark  is  clearly  stamped  on  one  side  of  the  cup. 
Mr.  Thomas  Page,  the  owner  of  the  cup  and  a direct  descendant  of 
Miles  Standish,  outlines  in  a letter  what  he  believes  to  be  a true 
history  of  the  piece  as  handed  down  in  his  family  from  generation 
to  generation.  This  letter  accompanies  the  cup  and  an  excerpt  from 
it  is  given  in  the  catalogue  description. 

Early  American  furniture,  mirrors,  grandfather  clocks,  hooked 
rugs,  Staffordshire  lustre  china,  Sandwich  glass  and  other  em- 
bellishments comprise  the  remainder  of  the  sale.

LATER  BY  EDWARD  WINSLOW,  SILVERSMITH  OF 
BOSTON,  MASS.,  1669-1753 

The  history  of  the  cup  given  by  the  owner  Thomas  L.  Page 
of  Stamford,  Conn.,  a direct  descendant  of  Miles  Standish, 
is  as  follows: 

“John  Robinson  gave  this  cup  to  Miles  Standish  who  brought 
it  over  in  the  Mayflower  and  gave  it  to  his  son,  who  gave  it 
to  his  daughter  when  she  married  John  Bigelow.  She  gave  it  to 
her  son,  who  gave  it  to  my  great-great-great-grandfather,  who 
gave  it  to  my  great-great-grandfather,  John  Cogswell.  He  gave 
it  to  my  great-grandmother  when  she  married  my  great-grand- 
father Thomas  Page.  He  gave  it  to  his  son  Thomas  Page,  my 
grandfather  and  he  gave  it  to  my  father  John  Bright  Page, 
who  in  turn  gave  it  to  me.  The  story  as  handed  down  to  me 
is  that  this  cup  was  presented  to  John  Robinson  by  his 
mother,  whose  initials  E.P.R.  appear  on  the  handle.  Some 
time  during  the  later  years  of  the  seventeenth  century  the 
original  cup  was  damaged  to  such  an  extent  that  it  was 
given  to  Edward  Winslow  to  make  a new  bowl.  He  did  so, 
using  the  original  bottom  and  handle.  The  bowl  that  is  now 
on  the  cup  is  the  one  that  was  put  on  by  Winslow  and  bears 
his  mark.  Some  time  later  on,  the  handle  was  evidently 
broken  off  and  put  on  again  in  a very  rough  manner  as  can 
be  seen.  This  handle  has  been  in  this  condition  from  the 
early  part  of  the  nineteenth  century,  as  my  grandfather  as- 
sured my  father  that  it  was  in  this  condition  when  he  was 
a boy  fifteen  or  sixteen  years  of  age,  which  was  about  1828. 
The  papers  concerning  this  cup  were  all  lost  by  my  father 
in  the  Chicago  fire,  our  family  at  that  time  living  in  Chicago. 
They  succeeded  in  rescuing  nothing  but  the  cup  which  of 
course  they  valued  very  highly,  and  took  it  with  them  when 
they  fled  from  their  home.  The  cup  has  never  been  out  of 
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the  possession  of  the  family,  nor  to  my  knowledge  has  it  ever 
been  lent  for  exhibition.” 

Description  of  cup: 

Beaker  shape  body  stamped  just  below  the  rim  with  a shield 
containing  the  initials  E.W.,  a fleur-de-lys  beneath,  the  mark 
of  Edward  Winslow,  silversmith  of  Boston,  Mass.  1669-1753. 
Flat  scrolled  handle  engraved  with  the  initials  E.P.R.  sur- 
rounding a star,  crudely  applied  to  the  body.  Base  with 
moulded  rim  engraved  with  the  name  John  Robbinson,  spelt 
in  the  early  manner,  also  circular  maker’s  or  date  stamp, 
almost  entirely  obliterated.  {Page)

John  Robinson,  native  of  Lincolnshire,  England,  according 
to  Bishop  Hall,  was  born  about  1576.  His  early  career  is 
involved  in  obscurity.  In  early  life  he  held  ‘cure  and  charge’ 
of  souls  in  Norwich.  He  emigrated  to  Amsterdam  in  1609 
and  was  publicly  ordained  at  Leyden;  Brewster  being  the 
ruling  elder.  Robinson  with  others  was  instrumental  in  ar- 
ranging the  emigration  of  the  first  party  of  his  congrega- 
tion to  America  which  left  Leyden  July  21,  1620  on  the  Speed- 
well which  sailed  from  Delft  Haven  July  22  to  Southamp- 
ton where  the  Mayflower  from  London  awaited  her.  He  re- 
mained behind  and  died  March,  1625,  and  was  buried  under 
the  Aisle  of  St.  Peters,  Leyden,  March  4,  1625.
